THE recycling centre in Crewkerne 
will be one of the first four of eight in 
the county to close as a cost cutting 
measure, subject to local consultation. 

That was the decision taken by 
Somerset County Council at a meet¬ 
ing on Wednesday evening. Word had 
already leaked out before the meeting 
that the centre was under threat and 
local campaigners led by County 
Councillor John Dyke had been cir¬ 
culating a petition in the town at the 
weekend. They were joined by MP 
David Laws at the centre later in the 
day, where he spoke to concerned res¬ 
idents using the facility as well as the 
staff members who had previously 
been praised for their work. The town 
council is determined to fight the clo¬ 
sure and has a petition at the town hall 
for residents to sign. Councillors are 
particularly angry that there was no 
warning or consultation before the de¬ 
cision was taken at county hall.

were asked to identify up to eight sites 
to close as a cost cutting exercise. 
Closing Crewkerne would mean a 
saving of £121,500 a year. 

They had warned the decision-mak¬ 
ers of the risks, including more fly¬ 
tipping and recyclable materials being 
put in refuse bins and sent to landfill 
at a cost of around £68 a tonne. 

There will also be changes to serv¬ 
ices at all sites, including reduced 
hours and charges for depositing cer¬ 
tain types of waste, such as soil, rub¬ 
ble and tyres. 

Managing director Steve Read said: 
“We regret being asked to consider 
closing recycling centres as this 
would be in conflict with our aim of 
reducing waste going to landfill and 
raising recycling rates but we are all 
aware of the financial situation. If any 
closure is agreed, the impact would be 
partly mitigated by improvements in 


kerbside recycling across the county 
through the Sort It Plus service but we 
do fully appreciate that it would have 
an impact on users of the closed sites, 
other sites and potentially the sur¬ 
rounding area. 

“Somerset Waste Partnership is still 
committed to maximising recycling 
as this is ultimately the most cost ef¬ 
fective route for materials.” 

Crewkerne Town council has ac¬ 
cused County Hall of “a retrograde 
step, totally contrary to all the recy¬ 
cling initiatives, and potentially dev¬ 
astating to the countryside with 
fly-tipping”. 

Any centres confirmed for closure 
after consultation are expected to 
cease operations before April 1st 
2011, with precise timings decided in 
talks between SCC, SWP and Viridor, 
the sites’ operator. Viridor will deter¬ 
mine how many staff are redeployed 
or made redundant, if closures are 
agreed.

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A tribute to Chard's fallen heores 


C HARD held a special Remembrance event in 
the Guildhall to coincide with the official 
launch of the Poppy Appeal. 

The idea was for local people to bring in family 
memorabilia and there were displays from the mu¬ 
seum as well as a mock up of the RAF Battle of 
Britain operations room, to commemorate the an¬ 
niversary. 

The Royal British Legion, Royal Air Forces Asso¬ 
ciation, air and army cadets also had stands and two 
Royal Marines from 40 Commando who had just re¬ 
turned from their tour of Afghanistan, were also pres¬ 
ent to give an up to date perspective to anyone who 
wanted to ask questions. 

John White had brought some very interesting mem¬ 
orabilia about his family but was the only member of 
the public to do so (more on John’s story next week). 

At 11am there was a special ceremony in the foyer 
of the Guildhall to unveil a new display for local hero 
Samuel Vickery VC who was born in Wambrook in 
1873. There was a display previously in the old Guild¬ 
hall before the renovations and councillor Martin 
Wale apologised for the delay as he read out a brief 
history of the remarkable military career.

Samuel had joined the Dorset Regiment in 1893, 
was sent India and in 1897 was part of British forces 
sent to the northwest frontier at the Khyber Pass. 

Councillor Wale quoted the Victoria Cross citation 
which said: “He heroically ran down a rocky moun¬ 
tain slope and brought back wounded soldiers. Later 
when cut off from his regiment he was attacked by 
ruthless enemy tribesmen, killed three and returned to 
his regiment.” 

During the campaign he was shot in the foot and re¬ 
turned home where he received his Victoria Cross 
from the Queen herself which made it a rare medal as 
Her Majesty seldom gave them personally due to her 
mourning for Prince Albert. 

Sam Vickery was giving a civic reception in Cardiff, 
Dorchester and Chard in July 1898 when he was met 
at the station by bands and a large cheering crowd. 
The mayor presented him with a gold medal and 25 
guineas. He returned to his regiment and fought in the 
Boer war and received the Queen’s South Africa

Medal as an infantryman and was captured, escaped 
and again wounded and returned home as a reserve. 

In 1914 he was again called as an infantryman, fi¬ 
nally retiring in 1918 as a Sergeant and stayed in the 
Cardiff area, working in a post office. In 1913 he re¬ 
ceived a Coronation Medal and died peacefully at the 
age of 79 in 1952. 

After his death, the gold medal given by the mayor 
of Chard was returned to the town and is worn by the 
deputy mayor on his chain of office.

LAST Saturday morning was chillier 
than most. Nothing to do with the 
onset of winter, mind you, although 
the heavy woollen coat has already 
had a few morning walks across the 
stiles and fields of my native South 
Somerset countryside. 

No, this Saturday morning was cold 
because I was privileged enough to 
find myself in the fridge of Osborne's 
Broadway Butchers shop, Merriott. 

I've known Andrew Osborne for 
many years, having both grown up in 
that particular village as well as being 
good friends with his nephews from 
school, but today I was there on busi¬ 
ness. Andrew, the good butcher that 
he is, was showing me my pig. 

I know what some of you will be 
thinking,"Where on earth could I rear 
a pig?!" 

My good fortune is not to be found 
in my land (for although it can house 
two hens it is certainly modest), but 
in the company of my friends. 

It started, like all good schemes, in a 
village pub over a local ale. Steven 
was brought up on a farm near Mer¬ 


riott, and although has since gradu¬ 
ated as a Doctor of Mathematics still 
lives on the family farm. 

So after a morning of fencing and a 
Fearnley-Whittingstallesque trip to 
Chard with Land Rover and trailer we 
soon had two happy pigs rooting 
around. 

Vital, we felt, to the success of our 
scheme was to resist the temptation 
to name our new friends. 

For although they would inevitably 
get used to us and us to them, at the 
end of play these would find their 
way into our freezers. 

It is at this point that the squeamish 
person may bow out of the idea. Yet 
if you have space (or, like me, a friend 
who has space), I would highly rec¬ 
ommend pursuing this activity, tradi¬ 
tional of our grandparents, in this part 
of the country. 

Never before have I seen my freezer 
full of so much high quality, even or¬ 
ganic, well butchered meat for such a 
low price. 

For those of us who eat meat, the 
cold reality is that pigs, cows, chickens 


and more all die for the sake of the 
plate. 

In this instance, there is something 
satisfying in the knowledge that the 
short lives of these animals was good 
before the ultimate price was paid. 
Can the same be said of every cut 
available on the supermarket shelve? 


The first chop enjoyed this work was 
a delight, but the experience was re¬ 
warding beyond the oven door. 

Should you be able to team up with 
friend I would encourage you also to 
begin your own journey to a cold 
butcher's freezer on a Saturday morn¬ 
ing.

Dwarfers set to return next year 


RED DWARF RETURNS | Andrew Ellard, producer 
of last year's Red Dwarf: Back To Earth on Dave, has 
confirmed that a new series of the sci-fi sitcom is 
in development. The news follows Coronation 
Street actor Craig Charles' announcement that he 
had been contacted about his availability for film¬ 
ing in January 2011. 

In an interview with Last Broadcast, Ellard said:

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Volkswagen wins the inaugural 
RAC future car challenge 


A VOLKSWAGEN Golf blue-e-motion prototype electric 
car is the overall winner of the inaugural Future Car 
Challenge. The car also won its category. Most Eco¬ 
nomic and Environment Friendly Regular Passenger EV. 

The Royal Automobile Club Gold Medal for the winning 
vehicle was presented to Jim Holder, Editor of What Car? 
and Volkswagen engineer Folko Rohde who shared the 
driving. The pair joined a total of over 60 entrants in trav¬ 
elling from Madeira Drive in Brighton to Pall Mall in Lon¬ 
don - a distance of 57 miles - with the aim of consuming 
as little energy as possible. 

The Challenge attracted a diverse range of entries, from 
pure electric vehicles such as the Golf blue-e-motion, to 
hybrids, hydrogen fuel cell vehicles and highly efficient 
diesel cars such as the Polo and Golf BlueMotion. 

Powered by lithium-ion batteries, the Golf blue-e- 
motion has an electric motor with a peak power output 
of 115 PS and a range of around 100 miles in normal con¬ 
ditions. It can reach a top speed of 86 miles per hour and 
accelerate from rest to 62 mph in 11.8 seconds. The car 


features regenerative braking that can activate when the 
accelerator is released and during the initial travel of the 
brake pedal. This reduces the amount of energy that 
would otherwise be wasted during driving. Despite its 
unconventional motive power the Golf blue-e-motion 
appears at first glance like any other Golf with a slightly 
reduced boot volume of 279 litres and space for five 
adults. 

This is the first time that a Golf blue-e-motion has been 
brought to the UK. It was found to have consumed the 
least energy of any of the diverse range of vehicles in the 
competition from Brighton to London which took in a 
challenging mix of country roads, and some severe Lon¬ 
don traffic jams. 

On arrival in London the Golf blue-e-motion had its data 
recorder removed by the RAC scrutineers and then joined 
the Polo BlueMotion and Golf BlueMotion entries plus all 
the other competing vehicles for a special display in Re¬ 
gent Street Despite its conventional appearance this par¬ 
ticular Golf attracted a lot of attention from members of 
the public, particularly when its bonnet was raised.
